A concerned editor wrote recently that, “Per- 
haps rather than spending our time arguing be- 
tween growth or no growth, we should first of all 
attempt to define the point at which equilibrium 
is desirable.

This} 
is equilibrium “Big Brother” style, which, so far, 
seems to be both unacceptable and unenforceable.
